Examiner's Remarks 

This Office Action is in response to the Remarks filed on 9/20/04. 

The Examiner has determined that the following species requirement is necessary at this 
time due to serious burden (MPEP section 811). 

Upon receipt of an election to the following species requirement, the next Office Action 
will be a response to the amendment, filed on 9/20/04. 

Currently, claims 1-40 are pending. 

The examination on the merits will be postponed until election is made. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 

the claimed invention: Species I (figures 1A-1D) are drawn to Embodiment 1; Species II (figures 

2A-2D, 6 and 7) are drawn to Embodiment 2; Species III (figures 5A-5C) are drawn to 

Embodiment 3; Species IV (figure 3) is drawn to Embodiment 4; Species V (figure 4) is drawn 

to Embodiment 5; Species VI (figures 1 A-1C) are drawn to Embodiment 6; Species VII (figures
